BACKUP 


WITHHOLDING 


Backup withholding is required on certain non-payroll 
amounts when certain conditions apply. The payer making 
such payments to the payees does not generally withhold 
taxes, and the payees report and pay taxes on this income 
when they file their federal tax returns. There are, 
however, situations when the payer is required to withhold 
a certain percentage of tax to make sure the IRS receives 
the tax due on this income. Backup withholding is set at a 
specific percentage. The current percentage is 24 percent. 
Payments subject to backup withholding include: 

Agriculture payments; attorney’s fees and gross 
proceeds paid to attorneys; barter exchanges; 
commissions, fees or other payments for work done as an 
independent contractor; dividends; gambling winnings, if 
not subject to gambling withholding; interest payments; 
rents, profits or other gains; royalty payments; and 
taxable grants 

When the payer must deduct backup withholding: 

e If a payee has not provided the payer a Taxpayer 
Identification Number. at the time the reportable 
payment is made, or the payee provided an obviously 
invalid TIN to the payer. 

¢ If the IRS notified the payer that the payee provided a 
TIN that does not match their name in IRS records, 
and the payer does not secure the correct TIN from 
the payee. Payees should make sure that the payer has 
their correct name and TIN to avoid backup 
withholding. 

e If the IRS notifies the payer that the payee has 
underreported income from interest and dividends. 

Payer’s liability for backup withholding: If a payment 
was subject to backup withholding, but the payer did not 
deduct backup withholding as required from the payment, 
the payer becomes liable for the tax.

Norris Reservation — 
129 acres of serenity

A recent visit to the 
South Shore presented the 
opportunity to explore a 
Trustees property, hidden 
off the beaten path, but 
well worth the detour. The 
Norris Reservation, locat- 
ed just off of Route 123 in 
Norwell, is a delightful 
oasis in an otherwise busy 
suburban community. 

Located along the tidal 
North River, the land was 
a gift from the Norris fa- 
mily who acquired parcels 
along the river in the 1920s 
with the idea to create a 
trail system and woodland 
area for enjoyment. The 
river works its way. to the 
Atlantic via Marshfield 
and Scituate, and was a 
center for shipbuilding and 
milling during colonial 
times. 

Thanks to the bequest of 
several neighboring prop- 


erty owners, the reserva- 
tion is now 129 acres of 
serenity for the public to 
enjoy. 

There are several trails 
which provide different 
distances based on your 
time. We chose the half 
mile McMullan loop which 
passed the millpond; a 
heron was spying a frog for 
a midafternoon snack, and 
was well concealed amongst 
the purple and green of 
pickerelweed, not really a 
weed but rather a native 
wetland species. 

Our trail also took us 
past some glacial erratics 
which were small but quite 
unusual. 

The reservation is well 
maintained and trail sig- 
nage is abundant. Dog 
walkers, families, nature 
observers, and contempla- 
tive visitors were all enjoy- 
ing a cool July afternoon 
when we visited. The tem- 
perature was tolerable un- 
der the shade of the pine 


and oak trees. 


We were fortunate to | 
stumble upon an Indian | 


pipe, or Ghost plant, a plant 
that is completely white 
and does not rely on photo- 
synthesis for its energy. 
The plant is found in shad- 
ed forests and, according 
to internet accounts, was a 
favorite of the poet Emily

There are no restrooms 
at this location, but Main 
Street/Route 123 is near 
many stores and places to 
stop if needed. Lunch near- 
by at Cheever Tavern is an 
option, named after author 
John Cheever, who is bur- 
ied in the cemetery next 
door.

Sheriff attends 
White House event 
marking passage of 

Safer Communities Act 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Middlesex Sheriff Peter J. 
Koutoujian joined leaders 
from across the nation at 
the White House Monday, 
July 11 as President Jo- 
seph R. Biden, Jr. marked 
the passage of The Bi- 
partisan Safer Communi- 
ties Act. : 

The legislation was pas- 
sed in June following mass 
shootings in Buffalo, New 
York and Uvalde, Texas. 

“The Bipartisan Safer 
Communities Act is a cru- 
cially important piece of 
legislation. The bill pro- 
vides for an enhanced re- 
view process for those un- 
der the age of 21 seeking to 
purchase firearms, while 
also providing new re- 
sources for critical com- 
munity- and school-based 
public safety initiatives. In 
addition, it clarifies who 
must register as federally 
licensed firearm dealers,” 
said Sheriff Koutoujian. “I 
want to thank President 
Biden, Senators Chris 
Murphy and John Cornyn, 
and all those who worked 


tirelessly to craft and pass 
this bill. And though work 
remains to be done, I be- 
lieve this legislation repre- 
sents meaningful action in 
efforts to improve safety 
in our communities, our 
homes and our schools.” 

In addition to the items 
listed above, the legisla- 
tion: 

¢ Adds convicted domes- 
tic violence abusers in da- 
ting relationships to the 
National Instant Criminal 
Background Check Sys- 
tem (NICS). 

¢ Creates federal straw 
purchasing and _ traffick- 
ing criminal offenses. 

¢ Establishes funding for 
the creation and establish- 
ment of extreme risk pro- 
tection order systems, as 
well as mental health, drug 
and veteran courts. 

¢ Provides funding to ex- 
pand mental health serv- 
ices in schools. 

e Invests resources to 
help institute safety meas- 
ures for schools, including 
training for school person- 
nel.

the Boston Evening Tran- 
script wrote about visit- 
ing an old farmhouse in a 
small town about 35 min- 
utes outside of the city. 
While she did not specifi- 
cally name the house or 
the town, it can easily be 
identified as the Samuel 
Gowing house at the 
North Wilmington Nurse- 


ry. 

A photograph of the 
house, published with the 
article, matches other 
photos of the house. Built 
in the mid-1700s by John 
Harnden, it stood on Wo- 
burn Street, also known 
as the Andover Road, op- 
posite the end of High 
Street. 

Writer Lorenz did not 
attach any historical sig- 
nificance to the house, 
but wrote of the objects 
her hostess had to show. 
She did talk about the 
uncle of her hostess, for 
that was Asa Sheldon, 
who published an autobi- 
ography entitled wil- 
mington Farmer. Much of 
the Transcript article is 
about Sheldon, his work 
and his book. But the 
writer did not identify the 
woman. 

The house was _ pur- 
chased by Herbert Bar- 
rows about 1890, who 
bought the nursery busi- 
ness of Jacob Manning. 
Barrows was, at the time, 
a teacher in Reading. He 
later bought a large farm 


at Woburn and Lowell | 


streets. 

The house and much of 
the nursery were taken 
by eminent domain for 
the construction of In- 
terstate Route 93. The 
house was burned by the 
Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment on Aug. 2, 1958. 

The site was radically 
excavated for the high- 
way construction. The 
southbound lane of Route 
93 would be several feet 
below the location of the 
house. 

The following article 
was published in the Bos- 
ton Evening Transcript 
on Oct. 17, 1923. This is 
only the first part; the re- 
mainder deals with Asa 
Sheldon, his book and his 
blacksmith shop.

Among the many treas- 
ures of the house were a 
calico stamp of a carved 
pattern made on a block 
of wood, a marble soli- 
taire gameboard, an old 
hymnbook published in 
1771, and rare pewter on 
the sideboard in the din- 
ing room. 

A gilded ball-frame mir- 
ror with a lead-and-oil 
painting on the upper 
part of the glass hung on 
one wall, and beside it, a 
burnt-wood sketch of a 
wild horse with a flying 
mane. Nearby were sam- 
plers of wood in all col- 
ors; some had the alpha- 
bet, some were mottoes 
“Help One Another,”

The last full Thor movie 
was the overstuffed 2017 
"Thor: Ragnarok," with the 
God of Thunder dealing 
with dueling brother and 
sister issues, the imminent 
destruction of his planet, a 
boozy sidekick, a huge dog, 
pal Hulk having a panic at- 
tack and the death of his fa- 
ther. 

It was Taika Waititi film- 
making at its most intense, 
with slo-mo sauntering, stu- 
pid antlered headdresses, 
slicing swords and laser 
cannons, capes and undead 
soldiers, a hair-cropped 
Thor, a typically unbalanced 
Jeff Goldblum character, a 
prophecy, alien spacecrafts 
and lots of Led Zeppelin. 

If you thought that was 
bananas filmmaking, its se- 
quel is the whole fruit 


basket. 

"Thor: Love and Thun- 
der" — a rare Marvel fourth 
installment for one charac- 
ter — has giant bleating 
goats, a horrible Zeus, chil- 
dren in cages, space dol- 
phins, Jodie Foster jokes, 
teddy bears with laser eyes, 
an Old Spice commercial 
parody, Natalie Portman 
headbutting a villain, blue 
aliens and lots of Guns N' 
Roses. 

Waititi is back as the co- 
writer, director and the 
voice for the stony Korg, 
with Chris Hemsworth as 
our space Viking, a man 
who really needs to get 
more credit for taking Thor 
over the years from glum to 
hysterical. His ability to pro- 
nounce superhero things 
dramatically and then be- 
come a goofball is endlessly 
endearing. Also back are 
Tessa Thompson’ as 


Valkyrie and Jaimie Alexan- 
der's Sif. 

One problematic charac- 
ter back is Jane Foster, 
Thor's ex whom he still 
pines for eight years after 
they broke up and she 
skipped the third film. But 
now Foster — played by 
Portman — has his old mag- 
ical hammer, Mjolnir, and 
has become a superhero of 
her own, the Mighty Thor. 
She's working on a catch- 
phrase, like "Eat this ham- 
mer!" 

Thor, of course, has 
moved on — not with his ro- 
mantic feelings, but with his 
favored weaponry. He 
wields the enchanted axe 
Stormbreaker now. He has 
no eyes for Mjolnir — or 
does he? "We good? I know

In her first message on 
her first day as chancellor, 
Julie Chen credited the 
teamwork of the UMass 
Lowell community - stu- 
dents, faculty, staff, alumni 
and supporters - for creat- 
ing a culture that turns as- 
pirations into achievements. 

In a video sent to stu- 
dents, employees and 
alumni on a recent morn- 
ing, Chen, a 30-year resident 
of Wilmington, previewed 
the launch of a new strate- 
gic planning process this fall 
to replace the prior 10-year 
plan that transformed 
UMass Lowell into a nation- 
ally ranked, public research 
university. 

“When we launch our 
new strategic planning 
process this fall, our result 
won’t look the same as it did 
in 2010,” said Chen, the uni- 
versity’s first Asian-Ameri- 
can and LGBTQ+ chief 
executive. “The world 


around us has changed sig- 
nificantly, and we are not 
the same university we were 
back then.” 

A lot of that change can 
be traced to two things: the

coronavirus pandemic, 
which completely upended 
college (and all facets of) 
life for so many and this 
somewhat new notion that 
college is no longer neces- 
sary (or it’s just a haven for 
the Left to indoctrinate

“We need to establish dif- 
ferent goals to meet differ- 
ent student priorities and to 
address different societal 
challenges,” she said, at- 
tributing UMass Lowell’s 
strong foundation to prede- 
cessors Marty Meehan and 
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Chen From B-1 


Jacquie Moloney. 

About Meehan, she said he made her be- 
lieve “you could think bigger” and be more 
ambitious. 

When it comes to COVID, Chen shared 
how she learned some things. While the 
pandemic showcased the school’s already 
strong online program, Chen admitted 
that’s not how 17-18 year olds learn best. 
Therefore, last year, the university returned 
to in-person learning. Chen called it the best 
kind of college experience. 

That’s why freshman are encouraged to 
live in campus, and according to Chen 90 
percent do. 

“They’re more appreciative of co-curric- 
ular experiences,” the new chancellor said 
about students living and learning on cam- 
pus. 

This is especially true of first-generation 
students, i.e. the first in the family to go to 
college, which make up about 40 percent of 
all UMass Lowell students. 

The second change, the notion that col- 
lege has become obsolete (or a place to in- 
doctrinate young people into liberalism, as 
some would argue) is not entirely un- 
founded. Chen admitted some worry about 
a lack of interest in college among young 
people. 

However, college isn’t just about learn- 
ing; rather, it’s about exploring, about figur- 
ing out what you want to do with your life 
above simply working a job that allows you 
to put food on the table, Chen noted. 

Of course, learning is a major reason 
many people choose college as opposed to 
going straight from high school into the 
work force (assuming these students don’t 
enter a trade school). 

“Things change so fast, if you aren’t con- 
tinuously learning your career could be- 
come obsolete,” Chen acknowledged, adding 
how college is more than a bachelor’s de- 


She discovered a joy of teaching while in 
college, something she said she never ex- 
pected. 

So, Chen needs to get young people in the 
building. One way to accomplish that in- 
volves paid internships with local compa- 
nies and non-profits such as Analog Devices 
and Raytheon. She said one of her goals 
concerns building on that strong foundation

the school already has. 

“We want to get students paid experi- 
ences to help them figure out what they 
want to do,” the chancellor noted, pointing 
out how important paid internships are as 
compared to unpaid internships. (Chen 
rightly stated that most students can’t af- 
ford not to get paid.) 

These internships show families the 
value of a college education, Chen ex- 
plained. However, it doesn’t lock the student 
into any type of long-term contract. Once 
the internship expires, students are free to 
find work somewhere else. The benefit lies 
with the companies’ and non-profits’ ability 
to put their best foot forward, so to speak, 
which gives them a leg up on the competi- 
tion when these students graduate. 

Among her other goals, Chen pointed to 
efforts around academic excellence and an 
inclusive campus culture. 

UMass Lowell will seek to become a na- 
tional leader “around an inclusive campus 
culture for students and employees and 
around top-tier classroom and experiential 
learning to expand our graduates’ profes- 
sional opportunities,” she said. 

Many students come from outside the 
Merrimack Valley area from places south of 
Boston, Worcester and the New Hampshire 
area. Chen said UMass Lowell offers a good 
mix of students, which helps local students 
meet people from outside the state and even 
outside the country. 

She also pointed to UMass Lowell’s an- 
ticipated elevation to “Research 1” in the 
coming years, joining the Carnegie Classifi- 
cation of the nation’s leading research uni- 
versities. 

“We have hard work ahead of us. But 
thanks to your dedication to our students 
and to each other, I know we can take 
UMass Lowell to the next level," she said. 

Chen called becoming a Research 1 fa- 
cility akin to going from Division 2 to Divi- 
sion 1. She hoped UMass Lowell could 
become that top research institution. She 
felt that upgrade to a Research 1 university 
would make the school desirable for compa- 


_ nies to work with. 


“We want to be a public research univer- 
sity,” Chen acknowledged. 

To accomplish that, she credits her fac- 
ulty for not just teaching the “old stuff” but 


for creating new knowledge. She pointed out 


how “things change quickly.”

The 6-foot-2, 194- 
pound center/winger 
finally heard his named 
called, as the 
Northeastern University 
commit was_ selected 
203rd overall, in the sev- 
enth round by the 
Columbus Blue Jackets. 
“I was sitting there and 
picks were going by. It got 
to the point in the fourth 
round when people who 


were ranked near my pro- 
jection rank were getting 
called so I was kind of 
expecting my name to be 
called around there,” he 
said.

but were all signed as free 
agents and were never 
drafted. 

For Fisher, despite going 
later than he expected, he 
was confident that eventu- 
ally his name would be 
called. 

“Before the draft I had 
interviews with about 15 
teams, so I kind of got an 
idea of who was interest- 
ed, but who really knows?

WILMINGTON -- On the 


‘heels of a punishing 10-0 


defeat at the hands of 
North Reading last Friday

“We’ve been struggling 
for hits over the. last few 
games,” said Wilmington 
coach Shawn Roque.

Peter 
Molloy stepped down as 
head coach in 2018, so I’ve 
been head coach since 
then and we didn’t quite 
match that level of excel- 
lence, but we had a lot of 
really good teams and a 
ton of awesome runners.” 

Cusick cited 18 members 
of the program left TMHS 
and continued (or will 
continue) to run in college 
since he joined the pro- 


gram in ‘14. That list 
includes Caitlin Leary 
(Franklin Pierce), Ashley 
Figucia and Maci 
Chapman (Merrimack), 
Polimeno (Jacksonville 
University), Shaylee 
Puleo, Grace Higgins and 
Caitlin Conneely 
(Worcester State), Sofia 
Calvo (Bridgewater), 
Emily Sessa (UMass- 
Lowell), Rachel Sessa 
(Georgetown), Makayla 
Paige (UNC), Amy Glover 
(Wheaton), Holly O'Leary 
(St. Anselm), Karina 
Crowley (Pepperdine), 
Lily Robinson (UMass- 


Amherst), Devyn Veits 
(Husson), Nicole Cofer 
(Fitchburg) and Molly 


Cremin (Stonehill). 

“IT really hope I didn’t 
leave anyone off of that 
list, but that’s an impres- 
sive list! I’ve always felt 
that the mark of a good 
cross-country program is 
that when kids leave your 
program, they become 
runners for many years to 
come. So I’m glad we were 
able to do that with so 
many kids who’ve come 
through the program,” he 
said. 

Cusick was also a stand- 
out high school and col- 
lege athlete. 


He graduated from

ball and tennis and later 
on joined the cross-coun- 
try program. He went on 
to Lesley College, where 
he was a member of the 
cross-country, basketball 
and tennis programs 
before graduating in 2009. 
He was a four-time All- 
Conference runner, the 
NECC Runner of the Year 
and named to the All 
ECAC Team in 2009. He 
guided the program to its 
first ever NECC 


Championship title. 

From there, Cusick got 
right into coaching. He 
served as the head cross- 
country coach at Mount 
Alvernia High School, 
“having no idea what I 
was doing” for one-year, 
before becoming an assis- 
tant track coach at 
Arlington Catholic for a 
year. He then went back to 
Lesley College and served 
as an assistant coach of 
the cross-country and 
track programs, being a 
part of five NECC 
Championship titles. 

He then became a full- 
time history teacher in 
the fall of 2014, met 
Molloy and was quickly 
added to the three pro- 
grams. Besides his high 
school and college run- 
ning background and his 
coaching background, 
Cusick, who resides in 
Lexington, is also the 
Director of the Stowe 
Running Camp in 
Vermont, while he is a 
USATF Certified Level-1 
Track Coach. He has com- 
peted in the Philadelphia 
and Boston Marathons, 
including finishing the 
2014 Boston Marathon at 
2:32.58, 136th overall. 

While Cusick is staying 
on for the two other pro- 
grams, he said he felt it 


necessary to publicly 
thank many people who 
made his three years. as 
the cross-country coach 
so enjoyable. 

“IT want to thank Ron 
Drouin, who does a great 
job as Athletic Director in 
getting us whatever we 
need and is one of the 
more knowledgeable ADs 
in the MVC,” said Cusick. 
“Peter Molloy, Peter 
Fortunato and _ Fred 
Doyle, have been great 
coaching colleagues that 
I’ve learned a ton from 
and have really enjoyed 
coaching with in this time 
span. Carina Berglund 
was our assistant the past 
couple years and did a 
fantastic job, and Lauren 
Polimeno helped out this 
year and brought a ton of 
energy to the team. I also 
want to. thank the 
Boosters Club, without 
their support our program 
would not have been near- 
ly as strong. 

“It’s been a lot of fun 
coaching cross-country 
and again, I feel odd mak- 
ing this big goodbye as it’s 
not like I’m disappearing 
off the face of the earth. I 
still plan to help the team 
at home meets and be a 
presence.”
